BOARD OKS NEW PLANT 

The Dragon Cement Company 
Plans to start construction of 
a $200,000 plant, on Eames St. 
within 10 days, it was an- 
nounced Tuesday evening. 

The announcement followed a 
formal approval, by the Wil- 
mington Board of Appeals, of 
the proposal of the company. 

The plant, according to 
R. H. B. Smith, Vice President 
of the company, will consist 
of four elevated bins and a 
loading platform, together 
with necessary machinery, for 
the handling of bulk cement, 
manufactured elsewhere, and 
brought to the Eames Street 
site by railroad. 

‘An unloading sidetrack is to 
be planned for the old Woburn 
Loop line of the Boston & 
Maine railroad, now unused ex- 
cept for local freight ship- 
ments to local plants, 

The plant will probably be 
ready for use on or before ‘May 
1, 1960, Smith stated, 

“The Dragon Cement Company 
plans to be a Good Neighbor,’ 
Smith said. ‘We know that

The Norris 
plant will continue to oper- 
ate, it is understood, but 
Dragon has been given an op- 
tion for first purchase of the 
remaining land, if Norris 
should ever care to sell out.

DISCUSSION ON POSSIBLE 
FOUR LANE HIGHWAY 

A four lane highway, through 
Wilmington, along the present 
Route 38, would necessitate 
common action by all towns and 
cities on the route from Med- 
ford to Lowell, District Engi- 
neer Tom Hanron of the Mass 
achusetts Department of Public 
Works declared, last S@turday. 

Hanron was meeting with 
the Wilmington Board of Sel- 
ectmen, and “eps, Frank Tanner 
and Tom Donohue. Selectmen 
present were Charles Black, 
Francis Hagerty and Nicholas 
De Felice, 

The present highway has a 
‘taking’ of 50 feet for most 
of its length (55 feet near 
the Wilmington Builder's Sup- 
ply Co.) Hanron told his 
listeners. At least 62 feet 
would be needed for a four 
lane highway - and perhaps 
more. 

The count on the highway has 
more than doubled in 10 years, 
from 6,196 in 1949 to 12,883 
in 1959. 

Hanron declared that it was 
his belief that this count 
would increase. 
farlier reports, from the 
State DPW were to the effect 
that Interstate Highway 93 
would improve traffic condi- 
tions, but these beliefs are 
now discounted, especially by 
Wilmington’s Selectmen, who 
declare that 93 will, instead 
become a ‘feeder’ for 38. 

The decision of the meeting 
was to enlist the aid of all 
towns and cities between Med- 
ford and Lowell, on Route 38,

for a joint try at having the 
legislature vote for a four 
lane highway. 

Hanron told the group that 
Main Street, in Wilmington, is 
scheduled for a re-surfacing, 
being in about No. 5 position 
in priority. It might be pos- 
sible, he said, to get into 
No. 2 position, which would 
mean @ resurfacing about next 
July, but he doutted if that 
would result in more than a 
two foot additional widening.

Selectman Donald Sleeper, of 
Burlington, appearing for Ken- 
craft Homes, demonstrated that 
it would be impossible to have 
the required depth, in one 
corner of the lot, without 
having part of the lot in the 
Town of Burlington. The Board 
agreed that this would be un- 
wise. The lot of land has more 
than the required area, and 
more than the required front- 
age.

All Science Award winners will be 
eligible to compete for the annual 
Science Scholarships sponsored by 
Bausch & Lomb Optical Co., at the Uni- 
versity of Rochester (NY).

Only winners of the Honorary Science 
Award are eligible to compete. In the 
16 years that the program has been in 
effect 60 young men and women have 
been enrolled at the University of fo- 
chester under Bausch & Lomb Science 
Scholarships. In addition, because of 
the high caliber of the contestants 
the University has awarded other si 
larships of comparable value to 90 
runners up. 

The Rochester Scholarship Committee 
studies all applications and selects

the finalists from all parts of the 
country are invited to Rochester for 
three days with all expenses paid, for 
interviews and competitive tests to

In order to enter the scholarship 
competition, the Science Award winner 
will be selected and notified early in 
January. The award recipient should 
then immediately obtain scholarship 
blanks from the Director of Admissions 
University of Rochester, Rochester 20, 
New York,

returned on or before March 1, 1960.
